The managers submit the following report
of the receipts and expenditures for the year
ending Nov, 70, 1808, with the Treasurer’s
general balanee sheet, oxhibiting the financial
coundition of the Company at that date:

{Here follows the usunl transportstion and
incyae accounts, which we omit, as it is givon
below in condensed form.]

The following tabular stutoment In detail for
ench branch of teaflic shows the comparative
rosults of the year:
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The prominent feature in the business of the
past year was the almost entire cessation ot
traflic in anthracite coal for about seven weeks
in July and August, cansed by differences be-
tween the proprictors of the eollieries and the
miners andd laborers, relative to the number of
hours which should comprise n day’s work and
the compensation theretor. This long inter-
ruption in the scason of business, generally
very active, cansed a heavy loss of profits, as
the usual stnff of employes were kopt in readi-
ness for the resuniption of mining operations
on any day. There was partial compensation
an unusually large traflie, at increased
charges fer the remaining theee months, in
which the coal tonnage amounted to 1,894,006
tons, showing o capacity for transportation
largely in excess of any former period, Not-
withstanding this interruption, the aggregate

tricts of anthracite coal was 1,1G1.854 tons in
excess of the previous your, thus proving that

The proprictors of lands and others inter-
exted in more fully developing the northwest-
orn Ilt'lli‘_‘il of the second coal field obtained a
charter to build a railroad, under the title of
tlie Enterprise Railroad Company, which was
offered to this company on the condition that
wark should gorously prosecnted,
offer was aceepted, and a rond 8ix miles in
length bas been constructed, which connects
the Minelill and Schoylkill Haven Railrond
with the town of Shamokin, A large coal ton-
page will be obtained from this district.

A chiange of ‘ownership of the large tracts
of conl Jands in the Inpedinte vicinity of Tre-
verton and of the rallroad from that place to
the Busqnehiaung river, formerly known as the
Treverton Conl and Railroad Company, now
ealled the Zerbe Walley Rutlroad, having oc-
curred, the new l-:urli.-“l--ra tendered a large
portion of their production of « -.}1 to us for
transportation, provided a eonnection with the
works of the company could be made.

As o pamt of this negatiation, a railvoad ¢ight
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sonncetion botween the Zerbe Yalley Railroad
at Treverton and the Enterprive Kailroad at
Shamokin, When this link 18 completed, this
company will operate continuous lines of rail-
way from Philadelphia to the Susquehanna
river at Herndon,

An extension of eight miles of the Good
Spring Railroad s also being built to form a
connection with the Summit Branch Railroad
at Willlamstown. A railrond extends from
the last-numed place to Millersburg, on the
Susquehanna river, twenty-one miles. This
connection will give this company direct ac-
cess 1o the large body of coal lands in Lyken’s
Valley, which yield a free burning coal, much
degired by some for domestic purposes,

Another railvoad, called the Lebanon and
Pine Grove Railroad, is also being built by
this company. It extends from Pine Grove,
near the western end of the first anthracite
conl field, forty-two miles, to Manheim, on
the Reading and Columbia Railroad, fourteen
miles from Columbia, on the Susquehanna
river, and passes through the fourishing town
of Liebanon. The enterprising citizens of these
loealitios, which are rapidly inereasing in
wantfactures and population, have been de-
pendent for their supplies of conl by a very
clrenitous ronte,  The construction of this
road, either under the auspices of this com-
pany or other parties, the manngers have tor
many years past vegarded as inevitable. They
have therefore put tho gr;lllillg under contract,
pavable one-glird in cash and two-thirds in
the plain bhonds of the company, bearing six
per cent. interest, not seenred Ir_\' mortgnga.

Aid bhax also been given to the Colebrook-
dale Rauilroad on the terms deseribed in the
lnsit annual veport s given to the Perkiomen
Ir.lilill.l'].

The rord leaves the main line at Pottstown
and passes northeastwardly  fourteen miles
along the ore deposits at the foot of the South
o ntnin,

It was stated in the last report that work
had been resumed on the portion of the Allen-
town Railroad between IPurt Clinton and Top-
ton.,  In 1860 this company acquired 7500
stires of the stock of the Allentown Railroad
Company, on which $20 per sharo wore unpaid,
mnounting to $150,000, which has since been
paid; with this and similar payments from
other stockholders the prosecution of the work
s been continned. ’

The Perkiomen Railroad, to whicli reference
was wade in the last report, was opened for
fraffic in August last, from the jonction with
the rond of this company, twenty tivemiles from
I'hiladelphia, to Skippack, ten miles.  The re-
demonstrate the wisdom of l.‘\lr-TI-“Jlg:
vd to devi '!u]l the rich mineral and aeviculin-
lresonirees of the Sehuylkill Valley,

The new rolling mill went into operation in
April last, since which BUT1 tons of rails have
been wanufnetured, with results, so far as they
can be tested from prosent experience, which
warrant the confident belief that all the im-
portant  wdvantages anticipated from Lhls in-
vestment of capital will be tully realized,

To provide for the paymeut of the bonds
due in 1870, amounting by the last report to
P2 006,000, a mortgage dated 15t April, 1868,
payable in twenty-five years, with interest at
seven per cent. semi-annually, free from taxa-
tion, was created, seeured by the entire pro-
perty of the company, sulject to other prior
mortgage liens, Ao opportunity was given to
Cetober 1st lust to the holders of the bonds due
in 1870 to exchange them for the new bonds,
after the payment of the coupon due Ist of
Cretober last, and $2,255 000 were so exchanged,
leaving but $401,600 of the bonds due in 1870
to be provided for, For this purpose the bal-
ance of tl e new bonds will e held.

The foregoing explanations of the changes
which appear in the general account of the
Treasurer, together with the statements in
detadl of the operations of the transportation
and engineers departments, horeto appended,
are, it is believed, all that are required.

For the purposes and ll]!lt'l't!i to which re-
ferenee has been made, and which by the
managers are regarded as of the utmost im-
portance to the future and permanent pros-
perity of thg company, a large portion of the
profits have been reguireid.  Hence. the July
and Decewber dividends were made payable in
stock,

To some of the stockholders it may be
gratifying to be informed that on the comple-
tign, during the coming year, of the lateral
roads now being built, the conl ficlds naturally
tributary to the works of this compuny, will
réqiiire no more expensive roads, Many more
collieries will be erected, requiring only short
and inexpensive branches. It way be sup-
posed by some that o portion of these works
have been constructed somewhat in advance
of the necessities of the pablie,  But it should
be remambered that the land owners were im-
patient {or revenue, enterprising miners were
ready to make leases, and if your board of
managers had declined to furnish the neees-
sary facllitics for transporting the conl to mar-
ket, othier avenues would have been sought,
and thus the future prosperity of the company
would have been greatly and permanently im-
paired,
